annihilate them .” 
“No candidate for mayor", he 
added, “can hope for the votes cf 
the good citizens unless he defines 
in unmistakable terms his position 
on the issue of divorcing crime from 
politics, and unles, the language 
of that declaration accords with his 
record of public service. 
W hcrr Crime lanes Converge 
‘ I have hesitated becaus?e of the 
work I am already doing in the 
effort to purge Chicago of the crim­ 
inal gangs that infest the city.
